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Continuation of 13. Other: The amendment and arguments filed 03/03/2006 have been considered, entered; however they are not 
deemed to be persuasive. First of all, the point-to-point connection between the controller and the processing node/processor is disclosed 
by Edi in figure 1 wherein Edi clearly shows each processing unit/node [12,14] internally connected with controllers [26,28] respectively; 
secondly, as detailed previously, the cluster as being commonly known in the art as to including either one or more than one processing 
unit; and as being disclosed by Edi, his system can be well and equivalently recognized to have additional processors or agents that are 
also communicatively coupled via the interconnection network 16 for cluster operational purpose (e.g. see para. [0016]); Applicant's 
counsel is hereby recommended to modify claims 1 , 16, 26 and 33 to amend and clarify the point-to-point connection concept such that 
the cache coherence controller to represent non-local nodes in local transaction (as explicitly defined and detailed in the specification, 
page 7, second paragraph) to overcome the previous art rejection. 
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
